The Most Wonderful Diamond 


Known Has Been Donated 
‘ to the Red Cross 


On first thought it seems inappro- 
i priate to talk about a wonderful new 

diamond in war times.* But the fact 
that this “diamond has been donated 
to the British Red Cross makes it 
not only proper but necessary to 
speak of it at some length. For four 
years there has been a Red Cross 
I sale at Christy’s in London and each 
1} year some entirely unexpected treas- 

ure has formed the centre of inter- 
est. Until recently no attraction was 
presented for this year. But quite 
unexpectedly appeared this wonder- 
ful diamond, of the palest exquisite 
primrose yellow and of cnormous 
weight for a diamond—surpassing all 
the famous diamonds known, except 
the “Stars of South Africa” (in the

neo, 

The famous Koh-i-noor in Queen 
Mary’s crown weighs not quite 108 
carats; the Regent or Pitt diamond, 
famous up to this time as being the 
only diamond showing a Maltese 
in the top facet, weighs 13634 

The new diamond which 
weighs 205 carats is in the shape of a 
perfect square and shows a_ perfect 
Maltese cross in its top facet. It has 
the power of absorbing the rays of 
any brilliant illumination to which it 
is exposed and afterwards emitting 
them in phosphorescent light in the 
dark. The diamond was found in the 
De Beers Mines in Grinqualand West 
in 1901, So far it has not been nam- 
ed but will probably be known as the 
Red Cross Diamond,

In case any piece of land has been subdivided, 
and it appears to the Board of Public ay Com- 
missioners that such subdivision is not required for 
building purposes, the board may ascertain what 
parcels within the area have been sold, and take such 
steps as may be deemed expedient to arrange a pur- 
chase of such parcels by the person owning the re- 
maining or largest portion of the area, or the exchange 
of certain parcels for others so as to render possible 
the convenient cultivation of the remainder of the 
subdivision. 

The board upon hearing all parties concerned may, 
upon such terms and conditions as to cost or other- 
wise as to it may seem fit, order the cancellation in 
whole or in pet or the alteration of aay pee or 
survey, and the Registrar of Land Titles shall, upon 
receiving a copy of such order, cancel in whole or in 
part, and shall also cancel the certificates of title 
issued according to the orenal plan and issue new 
cer anes of title according to the new plan as 

dered. 

The board shall have power upon any application 
to make an order vesting in the applicant any lot 
or lots owned by any other person. Such order 
shall fix the amount of compensation payable to the 
owner of such lot, or may require such owner to accept 
any other lot or lots or the same or any other rights 
or interest in any other lot or lots. Upon production 
of such order and payment of the proper fees under 
The Land Titlea Act, the Registrar shall make such 
cancellations and registrations, issue such new certi- 
fioates of title and do all such thi:

The term “soldier” shall not include— 

(a) Any person belonging to or enrolled in the 
militia of Canada or in the forces raised 
for the protection of Canada within the 
boundaries of Canada, unless such person 
is actually serving in His Majesty's forces 
outside of Canada; 

(b) Any person called up under The Military 


Service Act, unless such person so called 
up has been actually enrolled, has left his 
usual occupation and is either undergoing 


a course of training in Canada as a soldier 
or is actually serving overseas 

No soldier shall become at any time liable in respect 
of home property to the payment of any tax which, 
when it firat falls due, falls due or would but for 
this Act fall due— 

(a) After December 31st, 1917, and before the 
expiry of one year after the declaration of 
renee by Great Britain; and 

(b) rom himself, while a soldier. 

, “Home property” is land with the buildings and 
improvements thereon which is occupied by a soldier 
or his wife or any of his aecendants or descendants

It must consist of not more than four lots according 
to a plan of subdivision if in a city, town or village, 
and such lots must be con us, or of not more 
than 320 acres if outside a city, town or village, and 
if composed of more than one parcels such parcels 
must be situate within a circle of nine miles’ radius. 
It must be listed on a home property register kept 
by 4 municipality in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act. 

Where a soldier has more than 320 acres such 
soldier may, Pitot to the first day of May in any 
year, notify the municipality of the 320 acres chosen 

y him as an exeraption. 

Every such municipality shall keep a register of 
home property, and any soldier may apply to have 
his home property listed upon such register, 

Where a soldier has become liable for taxes upon 
any land which is home property, but has not been 
listed as such, such taxes Il be remitted by the 
municipality, or in case of provincial taxes by order 
in council. An application for registration of home 
property may be made by a soldier's wife, his agent 
or solicitor or any of his ascendants or descendanta 
dependent upon him. ‘ 

Any person who has been a soldier shall for one 
year from the date of his discharge or for one year 
after the declaration of peace by Great Britain, which- 
ever first happens, continue to be exempt from the 
taxation from which he would have been exempt 
if he had continued to be a soldier, 

If any person being a soldier has died since the 
beginning of the war and before the coming into force 
of this Act, and if any soldier dies while entitled to 
exemption, his legal representatives and his estate 
shall, in favour of his widow or any of his ascendants 
or descendants then dependent upon him for support, 
have the same exemption until the expiry of one year 
after the declaration of peace by Great Britain as 
such soldier would have had. 

Tn, case of any dispute as to exempted land, or as 
to whether a person is or was a soldier, or as to whether 
a person has been discharged, or as to whether any 
person is or was dependent upon a soldier for support, 
the Minister of Munleioal Affairs shall decide thereon, 
and his decision in writing shall be conclusive proof 
of the points decided, 

Any municipality may by resolution in each par- 
ticular case or by by-law or resolution covering all 
cases generally, remit in whole or in part any or every

21.—THE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 
ACT, . 


This Act comes into force on the first day of August, 
1918, in so far as it applies to schedule A—employ- 
ment about coal or other mines, coke ovens or briquet- 
ting plants; on the first day of January, 1919, 
n so far as it applies to schedule B—any trade or 
business connected with the industries of Jumbering, 
fishing, manufacturing, building, construction, engin- 
eering, transportation, operation of electric power 
lines and power plants, waterworks and other public 
utilities, navigation, operation of ts, ships, tugs 
aud dredges, operation of grain elevators and ware- 
houses, teaming, scavenging and street cleaning, 
painting, decorating and renovating, dyeing and 
cleaning, planing mills, flour milling, Packing plants, 
printing, lithographing and engraving, telephone and 
telegraph systems, laundries run by mechanical powe: 
excavation, well drilling, ration of gas and all 
wells, quarrying, lumber yards, ice, or any occupation 
incidental thereto or connected with the industries 
enumerated in this schedule, also including moving 
pictures and theatres, but not including any players 
connected with the cast of any performance or 


play. 

the Act does not apply to employment by railway 
companies, except such employment as is included 
in schedules A and B, 

The administration of the Act is placed in a board 
of not more than three members, which board is 
given exclusive jurisdiction to hear and finally decide 
all matters and questions arising under the Act, and 
no action shall lie for the reeovery of compensation, 
but all claims shall be heard and determined by the 

oard, 

The board is given power to make regulations 
and prescribe forms for the carrying out of the Act. 
Books must be kept and audited by the Provincial 
Auditor, and the board must make a report to the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council to be laid before the 
Legislature each session, 

very employer under the Act shall, before the 
20th day of June, 1018, send to'the board a statement 
of the total wages earned by all his workmen during 
each of the twelve months last past, and thereafter 
before the 20th of each month shall send such atate- 
ment for the month then last past. 

The board is given power to examine books and 
accounts of an employer, to check up the amount 
of the payroll and to inspect the premises to ascertain 
if proper precautions are being taken to prevent 
accidents. 

After the first day of July, 1918, and at least quarterly 
thereafter, the board shall make assessment on 
each employer either by a percentage of the payroll 
or a specific sum, as the board may determino. The

41,—AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULA- 
TION OF LIQUOR EXPORT WAREHOUSES. 


This Act requires that every person who carries 
on the trade of brewer, distiller, compounder or 
manufacturer of liquor within the Province of Alberta 
and every other person who has or keeps liquor for 
shipment or export to or sale in any other part of 
Canada or a foreign country, and every person who 
in Alberta sells or ships liquor to be delivered to any 
point outside of Alberta, and every person who has 
or keeps liquor heretofore acquired or which may 
hereafter be acquired for any of the aforesaid pur- 
poses, shall forthwith after the passing of this Act, 
or upon acquiring or obtaining any liquor for the 
purposes aforesaid report to the Attorney General 
and give and furnish him with the particular location 
and site of the place of business by such person, 
with a detailed statement of all kinds and brands of 
liquor and the amount and Quantity of each kind 
and brand, together with such other particulars as 
the Attorney General may require. 

Every such place of business shall be so constructed 
and equipped as not to facilitate any violation of The 
Liquor Act, and shall not be connected by any way 
or communication with any other building or any other 
portion of the same building, and shall be a place 
wherein no commodity or goods other than liquor 
for export from the province are kept, and wherein 
no other trade is carried on, and such place shall be 
opened only on week days between the hours of 
seven in the forenoon and six in the afternoon, 

Every such person shall make a return to the 
Attorney General on the first day of each month; 
verified by affidavit, showing a statement in detai 
of all liquor received, the kind and brand of the same, 
the quality and amount thereof, and the source from 
which same was obtained, the disposition of all liquor 
disposed of during the month, the kind and brand 
of the same and the amount of each kind and brand 
remaining on hand, 

Such place of business and the contents thereof 
and the goods stored therein shall be subject to in- 
apection ty the Attorney General or some person 
delegated by him in writing. or by the Superintendent 
of the Alberta Provincial Police, and all books, papers 
and other documents relating to the trade or business 
may ibe demanded and inspected on any such in- 
spection. 

PPenaltics are provided for infractions of the pro- 
visions of the Act. 


42.—AN_ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGU- 
LATION OF THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 


This Act provides for the division of the Public 
Service into classes and for the frading of the classes 
and fixing of a scale of salaries of employees in certain 
classes in schedule form, with provision for fixed 
increases to & maximum amount, by an Efficiency 
Officer appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council and who shall perform other duties enumer- 
ated in the Act in the interests of efficiency and 
economy in the service. 

No person shall be appointed to a position in certain 
specified classes of the service until the Biiciency 
Officer has certified in writing that such person 
duly qualified. 

The Act is to come into force on proclamation, but 
not later than the lat day of July, 1918, 


43.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE CORPORATIONS 
TAXATION ACT. 


The tax on the head office of a bank is raised from 
$1,000.00 to $1,200.00, and a branch bank from 
$125.00 to $200.00. 

The tax on every company. or corporation other 
than a municipal corporation in Tag city supplying 
gas for gain shall be a tax of $500.00. 

Every company or corporation other than a muni- 
cipal corporation supplying or dealing in natural 
shall be subject to a tax of one-quarter of a cent for 
every 1,000 cubic feet of gas flowing, drawn or pumped 
from or produced by a well owned, leased, occupied 
or operated by such company. Where oil in paying 
quantities and natural gas are found in the same 
well and the well is worked mainly for the production 
of oil, such shall not be subject to the tax. 

Provision is made for the correct measurement of 
the amount of gas produced by any well. 

Every company or corporation which carries on 
business either partly or wholly in a city or town 
of a population exceeding 1,500, other than a muni- 
cipal corporation, the main object of which is the 
generation, distribution or pupply of motive power 
or energy of any description shall pay a tax of 
$1,000.00. 


44,—AN ACT FOR THE RELIEF OF MORT- 
GAGORS AND PURCHASERS. 


No person shall take proceedings of any kind on 
any mortgage or agreement of sale made or entered 
into prior to the 4th day of August, 1914, or on any 
renewal thereof, relating to land situate within the 
limits of a city or incorporated town during the con- 
tinuance in force of this Act. 

The provisions of the Act shall not apply to interest, 
rent, taxes, insurance or other disbursements which 
the mortgagor or purchaser is liable for, but no 

roceedings may be taken in such case without the 
leave of a judge, on application for which he may 
grant leave or refuse same for such time and subject 
to such conditions as he thinks fit; provided that the 
mortgagee or vendor shall be entitled in any event 
to the payment of the full amount of the net income 
from the property, and the judge may make such 
order as to possesai 
him seems meet. 

The Act does not apply to any mortgage or other 
security made to secure the bonds or debentures of 
any corporation, 

The law limiting the time for the commencement 
of an action shall not operate againat the plaintiff 
during the time the defendant is enjoying protection 
under the Act. 

The Act or any portion thereof may be repealed 
at any time by order in council. 


48.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIVE STOCK 
ENCOURAGEMENT ACT. 


The amendments shall be read as if originally 
passed as now amended. 

The duty of making due inquiry as to the ability 
of the members of an association to care for live 
stock and as to the probability of thelr making prompt 
ayment of the loan is transferred from the lender 
to the commissioner, and he shall fix the amount of 
the loan and the proportion each purchaser is to receive. 
He also obtains the note of the members of the asso- 
ciation and collects the fee from each purchaser to 
cover the necessary expense connected with the 
loan and sends these to the Treasurer, who may 
then endorse the guarantee upon the note, and upon 
receipt of said note a lender, if he agrees to make 
the advance, shall deposit the money in some chartered 
bank in accordance with the provisions of the Act. 

Provision is made whereby a purchaser may, with 
the written consent of the commissioner, substitute 
another animal or animals for any of his live stoek, 
and such shall be subject to all the provisions of the 
Act as if it were part of the original purchase. 


46.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE PUBLIC 
UTILITIES ACT. 


The board, upon receipt of a petition from the 
owner or owners of any parcel of land within the 
limits of a city, town or village of leas than twenty 
acres of which no plan of subdivision has ever been 
registered, or if registered has been duly cancelled, 
may separate such territory from the city, town or 
village upon such terms and conditions as the 
may by its order provide, and such territory, from 
and after the date of publication of the order in The 
Alberta Gazette, shall cease to form part of such city, 
town or village, but shall continue liable for payment 
of any debenture indebtedness incurred prior to the 
date of the order. 

The board may, instead of making such order for 
soparation, direct that the land referred to shall 
remain within the limits of the city, town or village, 
and may direct that the city, town or villi shall 
assess such land upon any basis or principle of aasess- 
ment that may seem to it proper, such assessment 
to continue for such a number of years as the board 
may determine. 

Where arrears of taxes are due to any city, town or 
village in respect of any land in connection with 
which application for separation may be made, such 
taxpayer may, whether or not there is a statutory 
provision as to making a compromise as to the pay- 
ment of said taxes, appeal to the board, whereupon 
any member thereof may hear the sppeal, after notice 
to all interested parties, and may direct such com- 
promise as may seem expedient, and such compromise 
may provide for the extension of the time of payment 
of anid arrears, the reduction of the amount thereof, 
the acceptance of the land affected by the taxes or 
part thereof or other land in whole or part payment 
of such taxes, or the payment of a certain increment 
in value upon a su ent sale of the land in 
arrears. 

Any such compromise shall run with the land 
and every owner during his ownership shall be bound 
thereby and entitled to the benefit thereof. 

Where under the terms of any Ordinance or Act 
@ compromise as to the payment of arrears of local 
taxes is permitted and the taxpayer and the council 
or other authority cannot agree upon the terms, the 
taxpayer may appeal to the board, whereupon an 
member thereof may hear the appeal and direct su 
compromise as may be proper.

ion or the collection of rents as to 
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The First Session of the Fourth Legislature 
of the Province of Alberta was opened with 
the customary ceremony on Thursday, the 
seventh day of February, 1918, by His Honour 
Lieutenant Governor Brett. 

The notable features-of the opening were 
the first appearance in the House of the Hon, 
Charles Stewart as Premier and of the Hon. 
George P. Smith as Provincial Secretary, 
the attendance of two overseas representa- 
tives, and the presence of two women mem- 
bers, this being the first occasion in the 
history of the British Empire upon which 
women have occupied seats in a British 
Legislature, and the large proportion of 
members clad in khaki. Mr. B. Michener, 
having been called to the Senate, was suc- 
ceeded as leader of the Opposition by Mr. 
George Hoadley, member for Okotoks, Four 
soldier members were absent on duty over- 
seas, 

The Speech from the Throne referred to 
the bountiful harvest of 1917, and to the 
call for even greater efforts for production 
and conservation from national, provincial 
and individual standpoints during the coming 
season, for the necessity for the economic 
administration of all public matters during 
the war, the holding over of all but necessary 
public works in order to provide employment 
after the war, and the desire of the Province 
to enter into real co-operation with the 
Dominion Government for the solution of 
problems in connection with the returned 
soldiers. Fitting reference was made to the 
loss the province had suffered by the death 
of Lieutenant Joseph A. Stauffer, late 
member for Didsbury, who since the last 
Session of the Legislature had given up his 
life in his country’s cause. 

The legislation forecasted included the 
raising of the province's share of the Canadian 
Patriotic Fund by such a system of taxation 
as would equitably distribute the duty 
among the people of the province as a whole 
the devoting of more attention to the vital 
subject of public health, a new measure of 
workmen’s compensation, and the intro- 
duction of a measure of Public Service 
Reform. 

At the conclusion of the sitting on Friday, 
February the eighth, an adjournment was 
made until February twenty-sixth, in order 
to allow the Premier to attend a conference 
at Ottawa of the Provincial Premiers with 
the Dominion Government for the discussion 
of questions of federal and provincial im- 
portance, 

The Legislature again assembled on Tuesy 
day, February the twenty-sixth, and con- 
tinued in session until Saturday, the thirteenth 
day of April. 

Out of 64 Bills considered 54 were intro- 
duced as Government Bills, relating to 
public matters, and 10 were Private Bills. 


PUBLIC ACTS 


1.—THE MUNICIPAL DISTRICTS SEED 
GRAIN ACT. 


This Act gives municipal districts power 
to borrow money under by-law, on the 
guarantee of the province, for the purchase 
of seed grain to be supplied to resident 
owners, and tenants with the written consent 
of the owners, on patented lands, not to 
exceed $300.00 in value for each quarter 
section, taking notes therefor payable on 
demand, with interest at a rate not to 
exceed that paid by the municipal district, 
and lien on the crop, and on the land subject 
to taxes and first mortgages. 

If the demand note is not paid by the 
31st day of December it shall be the duty 
of the secretary-treasurer to enforce the 
lien, and he may make use of the remedies 

rovided by The Municipal Districts Act 
or the collection of taxes with costs by 
distress or suit at any time after that date. 
Proceedings may also be taken against the 
land after said date. The amount of seed 
grain advance outstanding against any land 
must be given upon all tax certificates issued 
by the treasurer, and penalties are provided 
for disposing of the grain covered by the 
lien with the intent to avoid payment. 


2.,—THE SEED GRAIN ACT, 1918. 


This Act is similar to The Seed Grain 
Act, 1917, and provides that the Provincial 
Treasurer or the Minister of Agriculture 
may authorize any person to advance seed 
grain, or any chartered bank in the province 
to advance money for the purchase of seed 
prin, to owners or occupants of patented 
ands other than in municipal districts, or 
to the wives or other representatives of 
persone being owners or occupants of patented 
ands other than in municipal districts who 
are on active military or naval service in 
the forces of His Majesty or his Allies in 
the present war, and the Provincial Treasurer 
or any chartered bank or individual advancin 
seed grain, or money for the purchase af 
aced grain, is entitled to take security by 
way of any or all of the following methods: 
Promissory note or notes, real estate mort- 
gage, chattel mortgage. 

eed grain or money for the purchase of 
seed grain may be advanced to an occupant 
of any land with the consont of the owner 
and upon their joint note, in which case the 
and of the owner shall be subject to the 
jen. 

Penalties are provided for making use of 
seed grain or money advanced for the pur- 
chase of seed grain for any other purpose 
than that for which the same was obtained. 


3.—THE DAIRYMEN'S ACT, 


The amendments give the Minister of 
Agriculture power to issue licenses to cream- 
eries, cream stations, cheese factories and 
to testers of milk and cream in such form 
and for such term and subject to such 
conditions as he may by regulations, approved 
by order in council, provide, and no creamery, 
cream station or cheese factory shall carr:

No person shall operate a milk or cream. 
testing apparatus after the first day of 
June, 1918, without first securing a license, 
the fee for which shall be $2.00. The 
applicant, before being given such license, 
may be required to pass a satisfactory 
examination and prove by actual demon- 
stration that he is competent and qualified 
eamopey use & cream tester. 

ny association, corporation, compan: 
erson or firm engaged in the bonne Hi 
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buying milk, cream or butter fat for the 
purpose of manufacture which discriminates 
in the price paid for the same ‘commodity 
in different sections, localities, communities, 
towns or cities, after making due allowance 
for the difference in grade or quality, if any, 
and the difference in the cost of transpor- 
tation, shall be deemed guilty of unfair 
discrimination and upon summary — con- 
viction shall be liable to a penalty of not 
less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00, 

There is a proviso that competition may be 
met by equal prices without being subject 
to the penalty. 

The Minister is also empowered to make 
regulations defining grade descriptions and 
grade standards of dairy products and to 
specify the conditions upon which the 
department’s butter and cheese grading 
service may be made available to operators 
of creameries and cheese factories in the 
province. 


4.—THE PUBLIC HIGHWAYS ACT. 


All highways are divided into three 

classes— 

(a) Main highwaye 

(b) District highways; 

(c) Local highways. / 
Main highways are those of prime importance 
by reason of being trunk channels of com- 
munication between the main cities and 
towns of the province or with main travelled 
roads situate outside and adjoining the 
rovince, District highways are those of 
ess general but of considerable local im- 
portance. Local highways are all such 
highways as are not classified as main or 
district highways. 

The Minister shall denote upon a map 
the exact route of main and district highways 
throughout each area through which they 
are intended to pass, after consultation as 
to main highways with every municipal 
authority concerned, and as to district 
highways after agreement made with and 
ratified by by-law of every municipal author- 
ity through whose area the highways are 
intended to run. 

After the establishment by order in council 
of any main or district highway, the fact of 
its establishment shall be published in The 
Alberta Gazette, and no change shall be 
made in the route except by order in council. 

Seventy-five per cent. of the cost of con- 
struction of main highways and-25 per cent. 
of that of district hanes shall borne 
‘by the Department of Public Works, and the 
balance and the cost of local highways shall 
be borne by the local authorities. The cost 
of maintenance of main highways shall be 
borne by the Department, of district and 
local highways by the focal authorities. 
The Minister is given power to direct that 
a portion of the cost, and maintenance of 
a district highway shall be borne by the 
local authority of any area through which 
the highway does not in fact pass, such 
partial cost to be in proportion to the benefit 
the area receives. 

Each municipal authority must pay its 
proportion of the cost of any main or district 
highway upon demand after construction. 

n case of the failure of a municipal 
authority to maintain any district highway 
within its area the Minister may give notice, 
and if the highway is not repaired within 
fifteen days the Minister may authorize the 
road to be put into proper state of repair, 
ay the cost of same, and recover the amount 
rom the defaulting municipal authority. 

Provision is made whereby the Minister 
may build or rebuild any bridge upon any 
highway where the cost of same has been 

rovided for by a specific vote of the Legis- 
ature, and in case of flood or other accident 
the Minister may repair any bridge, paying 
the cost thereof. 

All money due the Department from any 
municipal authority shall form a special 
lien against the municipal taxes, All work 
shall be let by tender, except in cases where 
from its nature it can be otherwise executed 
more expeditiously and economically. 

All mechanics, labourers and other persons 
engaged in highway work shall be paid 
fair and reasonable wages. 

The Minister is given power to make rules 
and regulations for the traffic of vehicles 
on any highway in the province, 


5.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE SCHOOL 
ORDINANCE, THE SCHOOL ASSESS- 
MENT ORDINANCE, THE SCHOOL

The School Ordinance. 


The expression ‘‘resident ratepayer” is 
polars to include the husband, wife, son, 
daughter or sister of any resident ratepayer 
who is of the full age of twenty-one years 
and resides in the same house as the resident 
tatepayer.

The board of a town district is 
given power to provide free medical, dental 
and surgical treatment for such pupils or 
classes of pupils as it may determine. 

Any town, village or rural district board 
may borrow for the providing of a first 
school house an amount up to $2,000.00, 
instead of $1,200.00 as formerly, without 4 
poll of the ratepayers. 

Where the Chief Inspector of Schools 
certifies that further school accommodation 
or equipment is urgently required the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners may author- 
ize the board of trustees to borrow the sum 
of money mentioned in the by-law submitted, 
notwithstanding that a majority of the 
ratepayers may have voted against it.

8.—THE MUNICIPAL HAIL INSURANCE ACT, 


The Act applies to that portion of the province 
lying to the. south of a line described as follows: 

Commencing. at a point where the North Sas- 
katchewan River crosses the Fourth Meridian; thence 
westerly along the said river to the point where it 
meots the range line between Ranges 20 and 21, west 
of the Fourth Meridian; thence westerly along the 
north boundary of Township 56 to the range line 
between Ranges 21 and 22, west of the Fourth Meridian; 
thence northerly to the north boundary of Township 
59, thence westerly along the north boundary of 
Township 59 to the range line between Ranges 6 
and 7, west of the Fifth Meridian; thence south along 
the said range line to the North Saskatchewan River;

11.—THE BOILERS ACT. 


The old Act and amendments have been repealed 
and an entirely new Act substituted. It consists

occupant of assessable land in the district for at least 
two months immediately prior to the date of the 
election; Fy 

(b) After the completion of the first municipal 
voters’ list any person, male or female, twenty-one 
years of age, whose name appears on the municipal 
voters’ list, other than the wife, husband, son or 
daughter of each pereon assessed, and who has paid 
all taxes due by him or her to the district up to the 
Slst day of December last but one preceding; 

(c) For the purpose of the election of any councillor 
or councillors, but not otherwise unless qualified 
apart from the provisions of this paragraph, the wife, 
husband, son and daughter of every elector as herein- 
before defined to be deemed to be an elector, pro- 
vided such wife, husband, son or daughter is a resi- 
dent of the municipal district of the full age of twenty- 
one years, and provided, in the case of an election 
held subsequent to the co” pletion of the first municipal 
voters’ list, that his or her name has been entered 
on such list as the wife, husband, son or daughter 
of @ person assessed. 

“Resident elector’ is interpreted to mean an

ful air pioneers, Roland Garros, He 
has cscaped from Germany. ‘The 
tidings, conveyed first by the Dutch 
journals, soon spread to the British 
press and now have reached France 
for publication, With Garros, anoth- 
er famous aviator escaped in the per- 
son of Anselme Marchal, who drop- 
ped proclamations in Berlin the night 
of June 20, 1916, and landed at 
Cholm, in the invaded region of Po- 
land, after covering more than 812% 
miles, with the Russian lines as ulti- 
mate destination, j 

Garros and Marchal refuse to give 
any interview whatever, as the clever 
means they used to effect their es- 
cape may well be used by some of 
their captive comrades, and there- 
fore it is advisable to be discreet. 
Marchal declares: “Every two hours 
we had to sign a register showing 
our presence. The want of a signa- 
ture at the hour indicated meant fif- 
teen to thirty days’ confinement in 
cells.’ The escape was organized by 
Marchal, who was aided therein by 
his perfect knowledge of the German 
language, Passing before the first 
line of sentries, he cried out, “One 
can never take too great care to pre- 
vent those dirty Frenchmen from es- 
caping.” The second line of sentries 
respectfully made way for him, but 
a third sentry asked to be shown 
Marchal's papers, “But,” replied the 
aviator, “this is the second. time I’ve 
shown them,” and suiting the action 
to the words, he put his hand to his 
pocket, as if to produce them, ‘The 
sentry, thus convinced, did not insist 
on seeing them, In this way the 
aviators made good their escape, 
after having put on other clothes, 
leaving their own behind with a let- 
ter of ironical farewell pinned to 
them. 

When they. got into the railway. 
train Garros was somewhat nervous, 
but Marchal chatted in the purest 
German, The first part of the jour- 
ney was accomplished in this man- 
ner, but further on, after changing 
clothes a second time, they began to 
feel more reassured, The alarm hav: 
ing been given, it was signaled 
throughout the system, and in every 
train police and guards demanded 
Passports or identification papers, 
Marchal heard voices saying that es® 


caped prisoners were being searched 
for and both men thought they 
would be traced. “There was no 
way to warn Garros,” Marchal de- 
clared, “for had we spoken one word 
in French we should have been lost.” 
Marchal, without a second’s further 
hesitation, opened the door, and 
dragging Garros after him the two 
took to flight. 

Two days of intense anxiety elap- 
sed before they crossed the Dutch 
frontier, and so obtained their frec- 
dom. Their liberty was all the more 
desirable, as the Germans were sub- 
jecting the two men to the most ig- 
nominious treatment. 

Both Garros and Marchal intend 
to return to the front as soon as pos- 
sible. They are in fairly good 
health. 

From the beginning of the war 
Garros, who is 30 years old, proved 
himself a redoubtable adversary in 
a long series of air encounters until 


April 18, 1915, when his machine was] 


brought down by a German bullet 
after he had volplaned down to with- 
in forty metres of a military train 
on the Ingelmuster-Courtrai line and 
had dropped a bomb which made an 
enormous hole in the permanent way. 
He landed some distance away, set 
fire to his machine and hid in a 
peasant’s house nearby, but was cap- 
tured, 


Warn Canadian Public 


Excess Holding of Sugar and Flour 
Will Not Be Permitted 


The Canada food board has issued 
a sharp warning that the recent ord- 
er restricting the amount of flour 
and sugar which may lawfully be 
held must be strictly observed, and 
that exccss holdings must be re- 
turned at once to dealers from whom 
purchased. The food board, with 
the co-operation of municipal police 
authorities all through Canada, is 
prepared strictly to enforce the reg- 
ulations. 

“People who have more sugar or 
‘flour than is permitted under the 
regulations have only a short time 
left in which to dispose of their ex- 
cess holdings, until they become li- 
able to seizure and forfeiture,” Harry 
B, Thomson, chairman of the board, 
stated recently.

5 The great problem of cattle raising 
in Southern Alberta is the providing 
of a sufficient food supply for the 
winter months, Undoubtedly the 
best fodder alfalfa, which is grown 
best on ir ed land, and therein 
lies the secret of success in the cat- 
tle raising business in this locality.

Strange Plight of Aeroplane! Austrian Emperor’s Letter 


Plane Flew for Two Hours 
Occupants Were Killed 


Confirming the remarkable 
cabled by Perry Robinson concern- 
ing the flight of an aeroplane for 
two hours after both its occupants 
were killed, the Evening Standard 
Prints the following interview with a 
well known flying officer just return- 
ed from Arras; 

“This incident is quite authentic, 
and, as mentioned by Perry Robin- 
son, was a common topic of conver- 
sation some days ago. Of course, 
there is absolutely no reason why 
a machine should not, under average 
conditions, fly itself so long as the 
petrol holds out. This is not an ex- 
ceptional incident of the kind, and 
certainly there lave been cases 
where German machines have been 
captured with their pilots dead, 

“So far as I know, the facts are 
these: A British fighter, which is a 
two-seater with guns fore and aft, 
took off at 1:30 p.m, The wind con- 
ditions were almost negligible, mak- 
ing very good flying weather, 

“The British airmen were at an 
estimated altitude of 3,500 feet, and 
would be running at 80 miles an 
hour or thereabouts when they en- 
countered a German Albatross, They 
at once attacked. A lot of manoeuvr- 
ing followed, Three other machines, 
two of them German, came into ac- 
lion, 

“The British machine hung on to 
its quarry, and eventually got it well 
under the nose, the Germans crash- 
ing down. 

“Immediately our machine made a 
sweep to the south, It had lost 
height while manoeuvring and was 
rocking badly as if out of control, 
but kept steadily on until lost to 
view, 

“A little before 4 o'clock, the ma- 
chine, which was casily identified, 
fell crashing to the earth nearly 20 
miles west of Arras. On examina- 
tion, both ocupants were found dead, 
obviously from bullets which had 
struck them from the back and 
which must have proved instantly 
fatal, 

“The injuries which they reccived 
on coming down certainly did not 
cause their deaths. The petrol tank 
of the machine was found empty. 

“There is no Uoubt both men were 
shot immediately after the German 
Albatross fell. The British machine, 
which is the best and most per- 
feetly-controlled. fighting machine 
known, of its own volition, swept 
on a fairly even keel to a distance 
possibly 10 miles below the point 
where the battle took place. 

“Then for some reason which will 
never be known, the controls were 
shifted, causing it to make a circle. 
In view of the fact that the total

distance covered must have. been 
not much under 160 miles, | it ap- 
pears certain that the machine lost 


speed and height gradually, possibly 
due to some minor, but not vital in 
jury to its engine. 

“For upwards of two hours 
two dead men were in the air 
fore the final crash ‘to earth. - Both 
were trained in this country, and 
each’ was under 25 years of aye. 
They were buried the next day.” 


Work of Irish Troops 


Odds Were Four to One Against 5th 
Army 

General Sir Robert Gough's first 
public statement .regarding the con- 
duct of the fifth British army, which 
he commanded in the retreat from 
St. Quentin, comes in a letter to the 
Lord Mayor of Belfast in which the 
general pays an enthusiastic tribute 
to the work of the Irish troops. The 
letter follows: 

“The fighting of the Ulster divi- 
sions, as, indeed, of all the divisions 
in the fifth army, against the greatest 
odds hurled on any body of troops 
throughout this great war was mag- 
nificent. The main features of the 
situation to which the whole fifth 
army was exposed are known to cy- 
eryone and give some idea of what 
those odds were—fourteen infantry 
divisions against forty German divi- 
sions on March 21, reinforced by 
some cight to ten more German divi- 
sions during the subsequent two 
days. 

“T cannot speak too highly of the 
splendid calmness and doggedness 
with which my fellow countrymen 
met and fought this storm, and 
though many laid down their lives 
their splendid tenacity saved the 
British and French by permitting 
the arrival of reserves.”

Brutal Treatment 


Germans Roughly Handling Inhab- 
itants in Occupied Territory 


Germany's barbarous treatment of 
the inhabitants of occupied — terri- 
tories and constant requisitioning of 
food are provoking great resent- 
ment and causing armed clashes, In 
a yillage in the Kiev district the in- 
habitants resisted the Germans for 
three days with machine guns and 
rifles and were subdued by the use of 
armored ¢ars. 

In the government of Minsk the 
Germans scized ablebodied persons 
in the street and in their homes and 
are sending them to Germany in 
locked cars, ‘Those trying to cscape 
are shot. The inhabitants, panic- 
stricken, have gone into hiding. 
Streets in the towns and-cities are 
armed camps with patrols of troops 
and machine guns everywhere, 

Germany has refused to admit 
food into the territories occupied by 
her 300,000 starving refugees who 
are gathered near the frontiers, as 
requested repeatedly by the Rus- 
sian foreign minister. It is reported 
from Irktutsk that China is claiming 
territory near Chita. The Siberian 
Soviet government has protested to 
the Chinese government,

The Sincere Outpouring of Dis- 
- tressed Soul 
Plain internal evidence warrants 


the belief that the letter of the em- 
peror of Austria-Hungary addressed 
to his brother-in-law to be laid be- 
fore President Poincare of France 
was the-sincere outpouring of a dis- 
tress¢d soul, and not an attempt, in 
collusion and tnderstanding’ with 
Germany, to separate France from 
her allies, It was an. autograph Iet- 
ter, its text has been published by 
the French government, its authenti- 
city cannot be assailed. In this letter 
to “My Dear Sixtus,” Emperor 
Charles expresses the hope that his 
“keen sympathy for France, joined 
to that which prevails-in the whole 
monarchy, will forever avoid a_ re- 
turn of the state of war, for which 
no responsibility can fall on me.” ‘To 
that very direct and terrible blow 
aimed at his own august person, his 
imperial majesty of Germany could 
never have given assent, not even 
for the purpose of tricking the allies 
and dividing them. The responsibil- 
ity for bringing on the war may be 
the German kaiser’s, it may be plac- 
ed at the door of my predecessor on 
the throne, Francis Joseph, it is not 
mine—that is the plain import of em- 
peror Charles’ astonishing words, It 
has been often hinted that he  per- 
sonally was not an ardent advocate 
and supporter of the war into which 
Austria's act and Germany's set pur- 
pose plunged the world in 1914. It 
has never been supposed that he 
would thus frankly state his position 
by disclaiming responsibility.—From 
the New York Times,

record, for a sudden rise, This week’s 
tale of 11 big British ships sunk is 
not so large as might have been 
anticipated after two weeks with six 
and four big ships. Taking the last 
three weeks, with a total of 21 big. 


—three weeks last November with a 
total of 19 ships and three weeks 
Jast January with a total of 18 ships. 

We are now rounding out the first 
quarter of the second year of the 
ruthless U-boat war. If we go back 
for 13 weeks from today to the mid- 
die of January we get a total loss of 
138 big British ships and 66 ships 
under 1,600 tons. Applying the for- 
mula of 4,500 tons to the big ships 
and 1,000 tons to the small ship—an 
average justified by the detailed ton- 
nage statement from Sir Eric Geddes 
last month—we find that the tonnage 
loss for Great Britain, excluding ma- 
rine accident, has been about 690,000 
tons for the last three months. For 
marine accident we may add another 
60,000 tons, as indicated in the Ged- 
des report, which would give us a to- 
tal of 750,000 tons for the quarter. 
The British losses last year by the 
quarter-ycar were 911,840, 1,361,870, 
952,938, 782,889. The quarter just 
elapsed scores, therefore, a more fav- 
orable showing than the best three 
months of last year—From the New 
York Evening Vost.
